receiving UV radiation emitted form the scintillator at a color converter in response to 
receipt of the one of the XC-ray and the y quantum; 

receiving a light signal emitted from the color converter at a photodiode; 

generating an electrical signal in response to receipt of the light signal; and 

generating an image based at least in part upon the generated electrical signal. 
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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments see pages 6 and 7, filed 6 August 2008, with respect to claims 9- 
19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 9-19 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-5, and 7-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, and 20, the prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest, 
along with the other claimed limitations, a device for generating images and/or projections by 
means of an imaging method, which device includes a device for the detection of input radiation 
which includes at least one acquisition element which comprises a sensor with a Pr 3+ -activated 
scintillator: namely wherein the Pr 3+ -activated scintillator is chosen form the group LuF 3 :Pr, 
LuCl 3 :Pr, and LuBr 3 :Pr. 

Claims 9-16 as amended are considered allowable for reasons of record as noted by 
applicant's response (page 6), because the prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably 
suggest, along with the other claimed limitations a device for detecting input radiation which 
includes at least one acquisition element which comprises a color converter that converts UV 
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radiation to an optical signal, wherein the color converter is doped with a Courmarin based 
substance. 

Claims 17-19 and 21 as amended are considered allowable because the prior art of record 
does not disclose or reasonably suggest, along with the other claimed limitations, an imaging 
method, comprising: namely receiving one of an X-ray and a y quantum at a Pr 3+ -activated 
scintillator, wherein the Pr 3+ -activated scintillator is one of LuCl 3 :Pr, LuBr 3 :Pr.
